It's Interesting to note tiv(?TnJiintriea, 
Cuba and Liberia, paid their billa in full

an agreement in 1938, 
I There's also a vivid lesson tn interest 
to bo found in those old first World war 
debts, Although the original indebted- 
ness wflB only 10.3 billion, 17 nations, in- 
cluding Finland, now owe nearly 20 bil-

Even Finland's account demonstrates 
what qan happen when interest Is added 
to principal.

TRAGIC ACCIDENT 
The tragic accident In whfch the 
atomic submarine Thresher was lost 
with 129 men has brought aadnetis and 
grief to many communltleei across the 
nation. It was a ecverc blow to the navy 
and particularly to submarine service, 
Yet the accident itself serves to cKll at- 
tention tovthe navy's fine record of safe- 
ty. It's that very record of safety that 
will drive the navy to exhaust every 
possible means of trying to find out o^c-- 
actly what happened to Thresher, 

Prom the start of efforts, the odds are 
heavy against the" navy. If the subma- 
rine is on the bottom of the-^cean at 
more than 8,000 fflet, It will be tlio flrat 
time for any wrcckitgo Kearch at tlmt 
depth. Even with the probable location 
"pinpointcd"withln five miles, tliece's 
' fltlll x\ tremendous acreage of ocean bot- 
tom to bo covered. Shoulil modern de- 
tectlon aystoms locate the submnvliib's 
hull, there'll atlU a major assignment 
nhefl<l fortho mtvy's b»(liy«c»ph Tricflte, 
whtcli holds the world depth record of 
35,800 foot. , 

Navv exports already have declared 
it would bo impoHslblo to rocovc'r Thrtish- 
er. However, !£ pliotographs taken from 
^the Tricfllo cannot discover what caused 
the tragedy, perJi/ips Mvy oxjwrtn will 
attempt some sort of pioneer salvago 
operation. If It's at all possible, the navy, 
will want to kno)v the exact causo of the 
accident.

In order' to keep all options 
open, It would be desirable to ask 
for a repayment clause, which 
would give you the privilege of 
paying off the mortgage any time 
you ch6^ to do so.

You mention 
also "some" cash reserve ih the 
bank. Is It In balance with your 
contingent requirements'; You 
con reduce the need for a large 
cash reserve by taking adequate 
hospltalliatlon and major medi- 
cal coverage, preferably on i 
group basis, for yourzelt and your 
family, - 

You yrlte: "I am thinking in 
terms of long: term capital ap- 
preclatlon." This may In part be 
dishful thinking, shice your con- 
tingent family responsibilities are 
facing you at the preient imo- 
mcnt, not merely In the "long 
term." . 

Q.— A reader In Lafayette, Znd. 
asks aboiit savlnga and loan as- 
sociations In the Los Angeles 
area, 

A.— Your question Indicates 
that you are attracted by the 
higher rate offered on the West 
Coast than in your own area. As 
to this, keep several facta In 
mind.
